Hi Diane! 

A national organization provides pregnancy support services at clinics in multiple states. The organization is 
incorporated under the laws of another state, but it operates a clinic providing pregnancy support services in 
Atlanta. In order to meet the requirement that recipients be incorporated in Georgia, this organization proposes 
to create a new subsidiary entity incorporated in Georgia to become the grant applicant and the "Provider" for 
purposes of the contract to provide pregnancy support services. This new entity would then contract with the 
national organization to provide the pregnancy support services on its behalf. The national organization has 
been providing pregnancy support services nationally for more than one year. Given that Paragraph 5 of the 
proposed contract provides, "Provider will offer any or all eight Pregnancy Support Services . . . either through 
its own personnel and facilities or through third-party vendors under contract to Provider", would an application 
from this subsidiary meet program eligibility requirements?
